Tonight  at  6:30  sharp  one  of 
the  biggest  “Beat  Utah”  rallies 
ever  held  will  commence  at  the 
Paramount  Theatre,  according  to 
Jay  Schofield,  yell  master  and  ral- 
ly chairman.  A program  and  pic- 
ture show  at  the  theatre  will  be 
followed  by  a student  body  dance 
at  the  ladies’  gym,  and  celebra- 
tion will  continue  tomorrow  in 
Salt  Lake. 

The  program  to  be  given  at  the 
Paramount  is  to  come  before  the 

feature  picture  and  will  include:  se- 
lections by  the  B.  Y.  band;  music  by 
Le  Frost  and  his  orchestra;  a skit  by 
members  of  the  art,  physical  educa- 
tion, and  music  departments,  pep  talk 
by  Coach  Romney;  a White  Key  skit, 
and  a men’s  trio.  This  will  be  follow- 
ed by  yells  and  songs  under  direction 
of  the  yell  masters  who  ask  that  all 
students  bring  their  blue  and  white 
shakers  to  the  rally  to  help  develop 
the  pep  spirit. 

The  dance  that  follows  is  to  be  a 
regular  student  body  function  with  a 
“Beat  Utah”  theme. 

“Tickets  for  the  rally  20  cents,”  said 
Schofield,  “But  students,”  he  contin- 
uer, “you  must  beat  the  theatre  by 
6:30  p.  m.  sharp.  After  that  time  your 
tickets  are  void.  We  must  do  this  to 
aid  the  management  in  making  a dis- 
tinction between  students  and  other 
patrons.” 

Saturday’s  program  will  start  at 
9:30  a.  m.  when  a train  is  scheduled  to 
leave  Provo  for  Salt  Lake.  Tickets  will 
be  77  cents  for  the  round  trip.  In  Salt 
Lake  everyone  will  be  let  out  at  third 
south  and  second  west  to  form  for  a 
parade,  which  begins  at  11:15,  and  will 
be  lead  by  the  band  and  members  of 
the  White  Keys.  The  parade  will 
march  up  Main  street  to  the  Brigham 
Young  monument.  Here  a short  pep 
program  will  be  held.

The  observance  of 
the  clay  on  Oct.,  16  commemorates  the 
day  in  1875  when  Brigham  Young 
signed  the  deed  of  trust  creating 
Brigham  Young  academy.

Ralph 
Hubbard  was  also  an-  Indian  lover  and 
impressed  with  Karl  Young’s  ability 
took  him  east  to  assist  in  the  presen- 
tation of  pageants  for  the  Boy  Scouts. 

One  of  his  most  interesting  exper- 
iences, he  stated,  was  in  traveling 
horseback  for  three  months  among  the 
Indians,  making  all  possible  contacts 
with  them.

Kreisler,  as  a devotee  of  the  violin, 
rues  .the  dearth  of  recent  worthwhile 
violin  compositions.  “Very  little  worth- 
while is  being  written  for  the  violin  ” 
he  states.  “Composers  no  longer  have 
a feeling  for  this  instrument,  for  its 
charm,  its  loveliness,  its  intonation,  its 
wealth  of  possibilities  and  variega- 
tion.” 

For  years  the  famous  Austrian  mu- 
sician spent  part'  of  each  season  delv- 
ing into  the  libraries  of  Italy  and 
France  where  stored  away  in  forgot- 
ten corners  lay  folios  of  violin  music 
composed  by  the  masters  of  the 
seventeenth  and  eighteenth  centuries, 
when  the  instrument  was  at  the  zenith 
of  its  popularity.  Much  of  this  music 
Kreisler  himself  arranged  for  modern 
programs,  and  today  hardly  a violin 
program  of  any  length  is  played  with- 
out some  number  which  derives  from 
this  great  musician’s  hours  of  patient 
research  and  work. 

In  addition  to  his  arrangements  of 
older  music,  Kreisler  has  contributed 
numerous  original  compositions,  three 
of  which  he  will  play  Monday  night, 
to  the  violin  repertoire.
